This championship, the world championship for curling, is ample evidence not only of the growing interest in 
curling throughout the world but in the fact that Calgary is regarded as the curling centre of Canada. 

The interest and enthusiasm in the game here (last seen when the Canadian championships were held in the 
Stampede Corral) was responsible for Calgary being selected as the first site for the championship outside of 
Scotland. (This will be, by the way, the first world championship of any sort ever held in Calgary). 

This interest in the game, which has resulted in its playing an increasingly larger role in the southland’s 
sporting life, is largely, I feel, attributable to the branch arid its work. 

Curling always will be popular, of course, but the game must be directed and administered by a sound 
body. This the branch executive has done extremely well over the years and I am proud to be a part of it. 

Curling still faces many problems (for example there still is some opposition to the Scotch Cup, the matter of 
professionalism has yet to be ironed out) but this is only an indication of the growth and progress of the sport. 

Many problems have been faced in the past and all have been successfully surmounted. The same will hold 
true, I’m sure, for the new problems that the game will face. 

The game is only as strong as the branch and care must be taken to insure that only responsible, dedicated 
people have a hand in the branch’s operation. 

As I say, I have enjoyed the past months tremendously. And to all curlers in the branch, good curling in 
the months, and years, ahead.

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THE BRANCH 


Curling has grown to its present stature (generally regarded as the biggest participation sport in Canada) 
largely because of the sound administration it has received through the years. 

Instead of being allowed to grow up helter-skelter, with a variety of rules and no common goal, the game has 
benefitted from the direction and guidance of dedicated men and enthusiastic associations. The Alberta branch, 
RCCC, is no exception. 

In administering the sport from Red Deer south to the international border, the branch must cater to the needs 
of probably 25,000 curlers of all classifications. Every club, no matter how small or how large, plays an integral part 
in the branch’s daily operation. 


THE BENEFITS 


Each year the number of playoffs increase. In every one the branch is involved to a considerable extent. And 
without the branch, none of the playoffs that the curlers now enjoy would be possible. The playoffs, involving thousands 
of curlers in the 16 districts, involve an immense amount of administration and preparation. 

This is probably the largest service that the branch offers its many members. It’s likely that every curler at one 
time or another participates in some phase of the playoffs. And the list increases each year. Last season a seniors’ 
competition was added to the schedule. This year a mixed event will be staged. 

It is in these areas that the branch becomes so vital, so necessary to the members and the member clubs. 

Then, too, the branch this season has undertaken the hosting of the Scotch Cup matches, bringing to Alberta 
for the first time a truly world championship. 

The branch, too, offers financial assistance to many of the member clubs; also keeps a set of rocks which member 
clubs use for bonspiels. Each year the branch sponsors the annual bonspiel in Calgary, constantly enlarging and 
improving and revising it. Well over 200 rinks from all parts of the branch participate. Then, too, there are the 
excellent bursaries which are dealt with at greater length on another page. 


THE ADMINISTRATION 


As with any organization, the solid core of the work is dealt with by the executive which is charged with the 
overall administration of the branch’s affairs. Annual and semi-annual meetings permit all the member clubs to have 
a hand in guiding the administration. 

At the top is the president who works closely with the full-time secretary, Charlie Scott. It is through the secretary 
that word of the branch’s operation goes out to the members. The secretary is in close touch with the conveners in the 
16 districts. The operation of the branch’s affairs in the districts, such as playoffs, are left in the hands of the conveners 
who meet at least once a year in Calgary to discuss common problems. Members of the executive also represent the 
branch at Dominion Curling Association meetings. 


THE ANNUAL 


For the fourth year, the branch is publishing this annual. It is designed to provide more liaison among the clubs, 
to give the members a closer look at the branch’s affairs. Complete records are contained within the pages of the 
annual, as well as a resume of the year’s activities in all the districts. Around 15,000 of the annuals are printed each 
year. They are distributed without cost to the members. In charge of the publication again this season was Ray 
Kingsmith of the Calgary Curling Club.

... AND THE SOUTH WON 


The winners of the 1963 provincial curling title 
caused little in the way of surprise. 

One of the strongest rinks ever formed in these 
parts—Jimmy Shields, Ron Northcott, Ron Baker and 
Fred Storey—continued their winning ways of 1962, 
when they went to the provincial final, and the last rock, 
before losing out to Hec Gervais. 

This time the rink (all of whom but Northcott 
represented Alberta in the 1960 Canadian curling cham¬ 
pionships) took the Alberta crown over Rick Cust, 
surprisingly carrying Alberta Curling Association colors. 

At the end of the four-rink provincial playoffs in 
Edmonton’s new Sportex building, the Shields rink had 
a perfect 14-0 record in Consols play to carry into the 
Canadian Championships at Brandon. 

But there, Ernie Richardson was not to be denied an 
unprecedented fourth Canadian title. 

Others in the provincial final were Eugene Mer- 
credi, representing the North West Territories, with his 
rink of Jack Russell, Red Campbell and Paul Kaeser; 
and Mel Watchorn of Fairview, representing the Peace 
River, with brother Merv at third, Bill Roberts at second 
and Lew Beaulieu. 

Cust, who serves with the RCAF and was completely 
unknown before his ACA triumph, had Tuck Nishmazura 
at third, Ted Fielder and Dale Cline. 

Shields won 9-4 over the Peace River rink in the 
first round, 11-5 over the tough Cust in the second round 
and finished with a 9-8 victory over Cust in the final 
round. 

In the final game, played before an extremely par¬ 
tisan Edmonton crowd, Cust jumped into an early lead 
in an attempt to force a sudden-death playoff in the 
evening. 

However, his inexperience showed up on the seventh, 
allowing Shields to steal a pair, when Cust collaborated 
in plugging the front. Jim stole another one on the 
eighth to tie the score 6-6. After Cust used his last rock 
for one on the ninth, it appeared Shields would win 
easily on the 10th. 

Coming into the hack, with last rock against him, 
Cust made a shot that can only be described as amazing. 
He used perfect weight to bury completely behind a 
Shields guard, and Shields had no luck trying to raise 
his rock onto Cust’s buried counter. 

Only one miss—by second Ted Fielder—was needed 
on the 11th end to let Shields square the match with a 
pair. Then came the crucial 12th, and Shields appeared 
in trouble in the early stages. 

However, he had Baker throw a couple of rocks in 
front of the house, but far from the centre line. Cust 
became preoccupied, as novices sometimes do, with those 
comparatively unimportant stones, and Shields came up 
to shoot with only one rock to guard his draw. 

Using a takeout because he had a biter in the 12-foot 


that would have made the difference if his last rock 
failed to remain in the house after killing the Shields 
shot, Cust came down with hot weight. 

He was right on the broom, but he had misjudged 
the ice and rolled far to the back of the house.

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THE SCOTCH CUP ... 

It leaves Scotland for the first time and comes to Calgary 


The Scotch Whisky Association, with its cherished 
mug, the Scotch Cup, has all but made it official that 
Calgary (and the Alberta branch, RCCC) represents 
Canada’s bona fide curling hotbed. 

Calgary will play host to the Scotch Cup matches 
in the Stampede Corral on March 16, 17, 18. 

It is the first time in the six-year history of the 
international matches (which, indeed, represent the world 
championship of curling) that they have been held out¬ 
side Scotland. 

It also marks the first time that any world cham¬ 
pionship, in any sport, has been held in Calgary. 

The Alberta branch, RCCC, bid to host the matches 
had the full approval of the Dominion Curling Asso¬ 
ciation. 

For the last two years, rinks from Canada, Scotland, 
Sweden and the U.S. have contested the trophy. There’s 
only a faint possibility that additional entries will be 
involved this time around.

THE NORTH RECEPTION 

The 1963 Alberta Consols finals in Edmonton will 
be remembered if for no other reason than that curlers, 
probably for the first time, were treated to the raucous 
heckling that other athletes have lived with for so long. 

Here’s the way that the Calgary Herald’s perceptive 
curling writer, Larry Wood, described the incident at 
the time: 

Edmonton — “A typical blankety-blank Edmonton 
crowd. The same kind of a reception we (the South) 
always get up here.” 

That was Alberta branch, RCCC president Case Bol- 
derhey expounding. And needless to say he wasn’t in his 
most jovial frame of mind. 

He was voicing his displeasure at the behavior of 
the gallery at the new Sportex building where Jimmy 
Shields and young Rick Cust were meeting for the first 
time in Consols battle. 

Curling crowds have always been known for their 
refined behavior in the past. This, however, was some¬ 
thing apart. It was the wildest curling gallery I’ve seen 
in my time and Jimmy Shields and his buddies were 
quick to agree. 

A plane-load of air force types were flown in from 
Cold Lake for the provincial play. Others, too, apparent¬ 
ly, came by car, train, bus, pony express, etc. There was 
a pro-Cust atmosphere about the place that fairly struck 
terror into the hearts of the few Shields supporters. 

There were the usual whoops of joy when the Cal¬ 
gary boys fanned a shot. And there was the next thing 
to a standing ovation each time a member of the Northern 
champion rink came through with a shot. 

And the hecklers, a breed not generally connected 
with the roarin’ game, were out in full force, too. 

“I didn’t let it bother me,” skip Jimmy grinned after 
it was all over. “There was a great deal of pleasure in 
watching them grow continually quieter as the game 
progressed.” 

The Calgary crew was getting the verbal heckling 
each time they squatted in the hack for the first few ends. 
There were such catcalls as “You can miss it, can’t you 
cowboy,” “Come on cowboys, where are your spurs,” 
“You’re gonna goof another one wrangler” and “Miss, 
miss, miss the broom,” emanating from the horde of 
blue-clad airmen alongside the sheet.

The situation in Seebe is such that mixed curling is 
almost essential, although the ladies put on one invita¬ 
tional ’spiel during the season. Our main project at the 
moment is repayment of the loan on the artificial ice 
plant, which is a problem with many clubs, however were 
it not for the installation of the ice-making equipment, 
curling at Seebe would be non-existent. When the idea 
of artificial ice first arose, surveys were made as to its 
feasibility, and the costs at that time made it prohibitive; 
however when the Alberta government recreational grant 
became available to the club, more definite action was 
taken, refrigeration equipment companies were contacted 
and arrangements made for financing the undertaking. 

Another problem arose, one sheet of artificial ice 
didn’t seem practical, but when the plan of enlarging the 
building was looked into it proved impossible, thus the 
one sheet. An offer made by Canada Ice Machines was 
accepted and with a good number of hours of volunteer 
labor the equipment was installed and put into operation 
in the fall of 1961. The first chinook of that year resulted 
in shirtsleeve curling instead of the dismal sight of a pool 
of water op top of the ice surface. The rocks were quite 
old and it was felt that a set of matched rocks to start off 
on artificial ice would be appropriate and they were 
purchased. It has been said the odd time—Calgary can 
have its Big Four building, Seebe has the Big One.

The playoff curling agenda for Calgary promises to 
be nothing short of hectic this season. 

After a slack year in 1963, the city will host no less 
than five of the six playdowns including all four tradi¬ 
tional events, the southern and provincial Consols and 
the southern and provincial Taylor, Pearson and Carson 
schoolboys. Then, too, there’s the new mixed playoffs 
for the South. 

The southern TPC is slated for Jan. 30 - Feb. 1 
with the regional Consols to follow Feb. 6 - 8. Running 
at almost the same time, Feb. 7 - 8, will be the provincial 
TPC play. Then come the provincial Consols Feb. 14-15 
with the provincial seniors in conjunction. And the 
mixed action follows Feb. 21 - 23. 

The addition of the six-sheet Foothills Curling Club 
in the western end of the city has boosted Calgary’s 
artificial ice figure to a whopping 122. 

The city’s second privately-owned layout, the Foot¬ 
hills formed a men’s club of some 30 rinks and had 
plans to go ahead with women’s and mixed leagues as 
well. The rink is located adjacent to the Trans Canada 
Highway and is the venture of the four Henry brothers, 
Ross, a farm broadcaster with a Calgary radio station, 
and Bill, Doug and Pete, all farmers at Laporte, Sask. 

Still the largest curling emporium in the world, the 
Stampede’s Big Four building, with Jack Arbour direct¬ 
ing the 48 sheets, drew in more than 200 rinks for its 
annual Indian Summer Bonspiel, the season opener. The 
place is packed with rocktossers each night, and does a 
fair bit of rental business on the weekends and in the 
afternoons. 

The Calgary Curling Club, the eight-sheeter in 
Sunnyside which produces the city’s best curlers each 
year, installed four circulating fan heaters in the off¬ 
season which keep a constant ice level temperature of 
32 degrees and eliminate hoar frost and variance of ice 
level at the same time. The club goes with two bonspiels, 


rapidly growing to major status—the 64-rink Calgary 
Club Mixed, and the 64-rink Holiday Bonspiel, a cash 
affair that attracts most of the better shooters. 

The Elbow Valley Club, with eight sheets constantly 
busy in the southwest end, started a new trend in the off¬ 
season with summer curling. Owner-operator Ernie 
McPherson came up with the idea to erase the seasonal 
limit on the sport and reported astounding success. He 
kept four sheets active and staged three off-season cash 
bonspiels. 

The city’s two service rinks, the army’s Garrison 
Club and the air force’s Lincoln Park Club, have boosted 
the game in their areas. The Lincoln Park crew has 
expanded to 40 men’s rinks this season and will be the 
site of two of the province’s major service bonspiels. 
The Garrison, constructed two years ago, has some 
rental business to supplement its own club activity. 

The Glencoe, back in full swing this year after 
completing a worthy rebuilding job, boasts 100 rinks in 
its men’s section. The club, razed by fire early in 1962, 
got rolling again midway through last season with a 
new and modern eight-sheet unit. 

The Westwinds, the planned family club that to 
date has been limited mainly to curling facilities, has 
strengthened its men’s section somewhat and has a busy 
women’s and mixed program. A major renovation, 
handled entirely by volunteer labor, was the construction 
of an upstairs lounge in the off-season. The club had its 
snake room sparsely furnished when the season began 
but there were plans to remedy this. The addition also 
serves as a fine elevated viewing area. 

Still another city family retreat, the north hill’s 
Winter Club houses one of the busiest curling groups. 
There are more than 100 men’s rinks and women’s, 
junior and mixed sections are also packed. Difficulty 
perfecting the ice on its 12 sheets in early October forced 
the club to cancel out its season-opening mixed bonspiel.

The coveted Southern Alberta Taylor, Pearson and 
Carson title went to a rink skipped by one of the youngest 
competitors in the history of the event, 15-year-old 
Terry Lyon. 

The Barons rink of Lyon, Glen Turner, Dwight Ford 
and Brian Rauhala came back from an early defeat to 
end up representing the branch in the provincial final 
at Edmonton. They came within a whisker of adding the 
provincial title to their collection. 

The 1963 Southern Alberta TPC playdowns were 
run off at the Westwinds Club in Calgary, also the site 
of the traditional banquet. 

Young Lyon, who plays a pretty heady brand of 
game and isn’t one for leaving too much opposition 
granite in play, bounded off the ropes to claim the 
southern Taylor, Pearson and Carson high school title 
with back-to-back victories over Vulcan’s Gary Beagle. 

With Glen Turner at third, Dwight Ford, second 
and Brian Rauhala leading, Lyon posted 9-2 and 6-4 
decisions over the Vulcan crew. In the morning the 
Barons outfit scraped by Cam Morton and his Calgary 
Mount Royal College lads 9-8 in an extra end for the 
B section honors and a crack at Beagle, the A section 
survivor. 

It was a long road back for Lyon and friends in the 
16-rink playdowns. They downed Calgary’s Brian Norton 
in their opening game before being promptly relegated 
to the B grouping by Jan Horegsi of Blairmore in the 
quarter-finals. Facing a do-or-die situation each time 
out, the Barons boys won six straight games for the title. 

Beagle went through the playdowns undefeated be¬ 
fore running into Lyon in the finals. The first game was 
a lopsided affair. The Barons rink was hitting with 
monotonous consistency while the Vulcan boys had one 
of their looser performances. 

Lyon led off with a big three and added twos on the 
third and sixth ends. Beagle just couldn’t keep any rocks 
in the house and called it quits after eight frames. 

The sudden death evening tussle was the kind of 
thriller that only curling can offer. 


It was deadlocked at 4-4 coming home but Lyon had 
secured the all-important possession of the last rock. 
Beagle went to the draw game, attempting to place one 
against a lone Lyon stone in the 12-foot ring. He was 
only partially successful with his first rock, though, and 
Lyon cleared both rocks out and stayed. Beagle then 
tried to draw to the remaining Barons rock but was 
slightly heavy, only rubbed it and rolled into the eight- 
foot. Lyon coolly hit and stuck for two with his last brick.

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ANOTHER NATIONAL 
CHAMPIONSHIP 

For the first time this season, curling will declare 
a Canadian mixed champion. 

The competition, to be run much along the lines of 
other Canadian playoffs (i.e., district winners advancing 
to intra-provincial competition) is sponsored by 
O’Keefe’s Breweries. 

The competition has been endorsed by the Alberta 
branch, RCCC, and it’s felt that the competition will 
receive excellent support—even in its initial^ year. 

Chairman for the playoffs within the Alberta branch 
is Stu Mason of the Glencoe Club. 

Playoffs for Calgary (districts 9 and 10 as in the 
Consols and TPC play downs) will be held February 10, 
11, 12. January 31 is the closing date for entries. 

Southern Alberta championship at the Big Four will 
be decided on a double knockout draw beginning Feb. 21 
and continuing also on Feb. 22 and 23. 

Provincial final is scheduled for Edmonton March 
6-7 and the dominion final begins in Toronto March 23. 

In connection with the Southern Alberta playdowns, 
a banquet will be held in Calgary the evening of Feb. 20. 


RULES OF COMPETITION 

1. The national rules of curling as issued by the 
Dominion Curling Association will govern except when 
otherwise specified. 

2. Rinks shall be composed of two ladies and two 
men; with the men playing in the positions of skip and 
second, the ladies playing in the positions of lead and 
third. 

3. All four members of a competing provincial rink 
shall be 21 years of age or older as of January 1 of the 
year of national competition, and shall have been in 
continuous residence in the province represented since 
August 1 of the year prior to the national competition. 

4. All four players shall be bona fide members of 
the same club, which is in good standing with the 
Provincial Association affiliated with the Dominion 
Curling Association. 

5. Each rink must consist of four players and 
remain unchanged in personnel and position as in the 
first game played, except as provided for in the case of 
injury or sickness, in which case substitution will be 
allowed at the discretion of the competition committee. 

6. In all matters not specifically covered by the 
rules of curling, the decision of the competition com¬ 
mittee will be final. 

7. The trophy presented by the O’Keefe Brewing 
Company Limited for annual competition will remain 
the property of the O’Keefe Brewing Company Limited, 
and will be held for one year by the club represented by 
the rink winning the trophy. The trophy will be returned 
to the playdown headquarters prior to the start of the 
following year’s championship play. The O’Keefe Brew¬ 
ing Company Limited will also provide suitable prizes 
for the winners and runners-up.

An Olds rink of Maybank, 
Holmes, Gooder and Sorenson won the Bowden bon- 
spiel. . . . Leading their sections after one day’s play in 
the Southern Alberta Consols were Glen Williams and 
Dr. Kennedy of Stavely. Some of the other rinks in the 
playoffs were skipped by Wilkie Sharpe, Fleet Kirkham, 
J. R. Goodrich. . . . Gordon Hudson was just returning 
from playing in the Quebec bonspiel and predicting that 
it would be a long, long time before the West had any¬ 
thing to fear from eastern curlers. 

Len Haw was one of four skips taking rinks to the 
annual bonspiel of the Manitoba Curling Association. . . . 
Up in Edmonton, Basil Hills and Harold Haight got off 
to a good start in the annual Edmonton bonspiel. . . . The 
Crowsnest Pass bonspiel was opening in Blairmore and, 
as it used to happen, a chinook blew in. . . . At the 
Winnipeg bonspiel, the purists were startled when an 
all-Chinese rink showed up. . . . The 39th Banff bonspiel 
was just about to begin and good ice was promised for 
the four sheets on the north side of Sulphur mountain. 


After three days, Wilkie Sharpe still was undefeated 
in the Drumheller bonspiel. But the winner of the ’spiel, 
when the firing was over, was Allan MacLean of Drum¬ 
heller.

The Manitoba Curling Associa¬ 
tion, in four years, gave a total of $85,000 to the Red 
Cross prisoner-of-war fund. . . . Even in 1944, the Dr. 
Merritt bonspiel was being played at the Glencoe Club. 
On hand for this one you could find Hube Gooder, 
Warren Cooper, Louis Smaltz, Doug Ward, Gray Miles, 
Wilf Edgar. 

Curlers at Coleman subscribed $1,000 at the annual 
meeting to build a new rink. . . . George Chesney, acting 
as president of the branch, handed out the prizes as the 
North Hill club wound up the season.

The first ever Masters championship in Calgary 
proved just that. 

The competition, promoted by Norm Austman, drew 
over 20,000 people and the best rink in the world, the 
Richardsons, took home the four Chevy cars that were 
the prizes. 

The competition, held early in January, will be 
repeated again this season. 

Thirty-two rinks were invited to participate and only 
the best received the coveted invitations. 

The games were held in the Stampede Corral. 

The Richardsons (Ernie skipping, third Arnold, 
second Garnet and lead Mel Perry) took the autos at 
the expense of the surprising Jim McCullough rink (Stu 
Beagle, John Kidd and Ken Hamilton). 

Richardson defeated McCullough in straight games, 
8-6 and 11-7, although it was the McCullough rink that 
handed the Richardsons their only loss of the competition. 

The last eight rinks to remain alive in the competi¬ 
tion were skipped by Richardson, McCullough, Slim 
Otterson, Hec Gervais, Jimmy Shields, Buzz McGibney 
from Trail, Harold Worth from Saskatoon and Mike 
Chernoff from Edmonton. These eight qualifiers were 
awarded the beautiful and coveted Masters jackets and 
crests. 

McCullough won the A section with a 12-5 win over 
Richardson. 

In the B section play, Gervais beat Otterson but 
then in turn was defeated by the Richardsons. 

The biggest night at the box office was the final night, 
when 4,998 spectators visited the Corral to see the best- 
of-three final series between Regina’s world champion 
Ernie Richardson rink and the quartet headed by Jim 
McCullough of Calgary. More than 3,000 were in the 
seats the previous night when Richardson tangled with 
Edmonton’s Hec Gervais in a battle of last year’s Brier 
giants. 

Austman said next year’s Masters will definitely be 
scheduled for Calgary. In future years, though, it could 
move to Edmonton, Regina, Saskatoon, Toronto, 
Montreal or Vancouver. 

Once again, 32 rinks will be the limit next year. 
Future success of the Masters may prompt the promoters 
to reduce the field to 16 rinks.

RULES OF ELIGIBILITY 


The Dominion Curling Association, at its 1963 
annual meeting authorized a special committee to prepare 
a revised “Rules of Eligibility,” and present them to the 
affiliated associations for final consideration at the next 
annual meeting, to be held in Charlottetown during 
March 1964. 

The following definitions will apply to terms used 
in the “Rules of Eligibility”: 

“Author or writer ”—A person who receives pay¬ 
ment in money or kind for giving instruction in the art 
of curling or information about curling and curling 
events and competitions by writing books or articles for 
publication or who profits by informing or co-operating 
with another author or writer unless such person practices 
the profession of journalism or radio or television 
broadcasting as his principal avocation or calling. 

“Employee ”—A person who is employed in any 
capacity by a curling club for which he receives money 
or kind. 

“Instructor ”—A person who receives payment in 
money or kind for giving instruction in the art of curling 
to either groups or individuals by means of demonstra¬ 
tions, pictures or lectures. 

“Playdown area ”—The areas defined by each pro¬ 
vincial association or provincial groups of associations 
for the purpose of organizing playdowns to declare 
provincial champions or representatives in national 
competitions. 

RULES OF ELIGIBILITY 

1. Any rink of four persons participating in any 
competition authorized and sanctioned by this associa¬ 
tion or by any association affiliated with it may include 
ONLY ONE person who is classed as an instructor or 
author or writer or employee. 

2. No person shall be eligible to participate as a 
curler in any competition authorized and sanctioned by 
this association or by any association affiliated with it, 
if such person: 

(a) Participates in a competition where first prize has 
a value of more than $250 per person or $1,000 
per rink; or 

(b) Participates in events or competitions which are 
not previously approved by the Dominion Curling 
Association or any association affiliated with it; or 

(c) Gives endorsation to any product; or 

(d) Accepts money to defray or partly defray his ex¬ 
penses travelling and/or for board and lodging in 
connection with his participation in any competition; 
provided however, that nothing in this clause con¬ 
tained shall be construed as preventing any person 
from receiving and accepting money and/or reim¬ 
bursement for any such expenses, in a reasonable 
amount, if such person is competing: 

(i) in a Canadian curling championship sanctioned 
and approved by this association as a duly 


qualified representative of a provincial rink; 
or 

(ii) as a representative of this association in an 
international, Olympic or any other curling 
competition or tour approved and sanctioned 
by this association; or 

(iii) as a zone or area representative competing in 
a provincial playdown in a competition con¬ 
ducted by or sanctioned by a provincial 
association; or 

(iv) as a participant in any other event, sanctioned 
and approved in advance by this association; 
or 

(e) In the case of competitions approved and sanctioned 
by or under the auspices, control and supervision 
of an association affiliated with this association, has 
not been a bona fide resident of and resided con¬ 
tinuously in the playdown area of the province or 
part of a province, as the case may be, since the 
1st day of the month of August immediately pre¬ 
ceding the then current curling season. Nothing in 
this clause contained shall be read or construed so 
as to include any person who, at all material times, 
was or is a member of Her Majesty’s armed forces, 
a student enrolled in a university or college or any 
person who has been required by his employer to 
transfer his place of residence in pursuance of the 
performance of his employment; or 

(f) Wagers money or money’s worth upon the result 
or outcome of any match or competition in which 
such person is a competitor. 

3. Any person who, by reason of any of the pro¬ 
visions of these rules of eligibility, becomes ineligible to 
participate in any competition conducted, authorized or 
sanctioned by this association or any of its member or 
affiliated associations, may apply for reinstatement to 
eligibility to the association of which he was or is a 
member upon fulfilment of the following conditions: 

(a) the application for reinstatement shall be made in 
the manner and form prescribed by the association 
applied to; 

(b) the application shall contain complete disclosure of 
all events and actions creating the ineligibility and 
the dates of each; 

(c) the application will not be entertained until a mini¬ 
mum of twelve (12) months following the last event 
or action creating the ineligibility; 

(d) no application for reinstatement will be entertained 
from a player who has been reinstated on any 
previous occasion. 

4. The provisions of this resolution shall come into 
force on and shall be effective from and after the 1st day 
of August, 1964 at which date all players will be deemed 
to be eligible notwithstanding any previous actions which 
would have established the ineligibility under these rules.

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THE STORY AT LETHBRIDGE 


If you don’t lose a game, then you must win the 
championship. 

And that was the story of the Jimmy Shields rink 
in the 1963 Consols playoffs at Lethbridge in which the 
traditional 16 rinks, representing all the districts in the 
branch, participated. 

Shields went into the southern final with a 5-0 record 
in Calgary playoffs and duplicated the feat in Lethbridge. 

The playoffs went smoothly under the direction of 
convener Fred Quittenbaum and drawmaster Ed Gooder. 
Also on hand were Charlie Scott and Case Bolderhey, 
secretary and president of the branch. 

It was like going home for Shields because it was in 
Lethbridge in 1960 that he was with Stu Beagle when 
that worthy won the Alberta title. 

As the winner of the A section of the double knock¬ 
out tussle, the Shields rink needed only one victory 
against survivor Dave Russell of Milk River for suprem¬ 
acy in the south. They got what they needed to the 
tune of 10-4. 

Shields, who skipped his rink to a southern berth 
in five games of city competition, defeated Bert Close of 
Medicine Hat, Calgary’s Jim McCullough, Ted Miller 
of Olds and Ted Percival of Blackie for the A section win. 

In the final, he had Russell with his back to the wall 
on almost every end. And although the 33-year-old 
representative of the home Lethbridge district came up 
with some magnificent shooting to make it close for a 
while, there wasn’t really much doubt of the outcome. 

It was one of those affairs in which the team shooting 
told the story. Shields and company clicked together for 
82.1 per cent while Russell and his rink of Bert Swanson, 
two in the ninth when the Milk River shooter strangely 


and suddenly switched to a draw game. 

third, Joe O’Donnell, second and Leo Wachter, lead, 

managed only 60.3 per cent. 

Fine last rock shots by Russell in the fifth and 
seventh ends kept the matter tight at 4-4 after seven. 
Shields began pulling away after that, hitting and stick¬

Curling meetings are not designed to be informal, 
helter-skelter affairs no matter how much comradeship 
is involved in the game itself. 

All meetings of the branch, at whatever level, should 
be conducted in a dignified and productive manner.

(8) Executive council report 

(9) Report of conveners 

(10) Election of officers 

(11) New business 

(12) Alteration of constitution.
